Tho father attempted to swim 
ashore with one child on his back, but 
ho sank to the bottom and both he and 
the child were drowned. The mother 
and the other child remained m the 
wagon until it was overturned, and 
both were also drowned.

In Fn\or of Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, January 29.—The Sen- 


ate Committee on Foreign Relations 
hfis agreed to report the resolution on 
the Cuban question. The resolution 
does not go so far as to recommend 
recognition, but it is more emphatic 
tnan the extension of sympathy, re- 
questing the President to use the good 
offices of this Government to the end 
that Spam shall bo requested to accord 
to the aimies with which it is engaged 
in war the rights of belligerents as the 
sirue are recognized under tho law of 
nations.
